during the 


time it is alleged that Barrientes has

Monday 
he 
was

again and appeared some- 


what under the influence of liquor. 
During the afternoon he tried to pick 
a quarrel with Mr. Popperwell, who 
was cultivating in the field, and his 
manner became 
so 
offensive that 


Mrs. 
Popperwell finally telephoned 


for Constable Fairly. 
The man then 


went away and nothing more was 
heard of him until Gonzales came to 
the Popperwell 
home shortly after 


8 o'clock, drenched in his own blood 
from knife wounds which be said he 
had received from the hands of Bar- 
rientes, who attacked him without 


his eye to his chin and in addition 
his arms and hands were badly cut in 
his endeavor to defend himself ' from 
the fiend's onslaught. 


Dr. Jennings was notified and at 


\ once attended 
the wounded man, 


j finding it necessary to take nearly 
forty stitches in the various cutn. 
It 


was nearly midnight before the 
offi- 


cers arrived, the constables of Azusa 
and Covina reaching the home almost 
simultaneously. 


A thorough search of the surround- 


ing country was made but no trace of 
the fugitive could be discovered. 
The man's bat, a straw Panama, was 
found about 100 feet from the tent 
door. Several times during ibe week 
reports have been sent to the police 
that Barrientes had been seen in the 
San Dimas wash, but the officers have 
been unable to locate him. 


Gonzales has been removed to the 


county hospital and is reported us 
recovering.
